Gen, Matthew B. Ridgway, su- 
preme Allied commander, has of- 
fered to send liaison officers to 
the outpost to discuss resump- 
tion of armistice talks any time 
the Reds wished.

Spokesmen for the Missouri 
Valley Protective ‘Association, 
which drew 50 persons to a meet- 
ing at St. Charles courthouse last 
night, said attendance would have 
been greater if farmers had not 
been busy rebuilding levees. 

Meteorologist Harry F. Wahl- 
gren said the Missouri at St. 
Charles reached a crest of 29 feet 
at St. Charles around noon Satur- 
day, dropping: to 28,6 this morn- 
ing. September’s previous high 
at St. Charles was 25.8 on Sept. 1, 

1944. Flood stage is 25 feet. 

Wahigren said the river’s rise 
was due to heavy rains which 
fell last week in eastern Kansas 
and western Missouri. The flood- 
ing of the past several days has 
been a slow process, the water 
seeping through levees unrepaired 
since the damaging flood of last 
July.

HOUSE VOTES RATE 
RISE OF 30-PCT. ON

Proposal for 60 Pet. ‘In- 
crease Defeated—Boost 
to Be Spread Over 3- 
Year Period. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 19 (AP) 
—The House today approved a 30 
per cent boost in second-class 
mail rates after beating a pro- 


posal to boost them 60 per cent. 

The decision for the 30 per 
cent increase, to be spread over 
a three-year period, came on a 
standing vote of 131 to 98. It is 
subject to a roll call tally later. 

The House Post Office Commit- 
tee had sought a 60 per cent in-

The judge, referring to letters 
that have threatened the lives of 
Gross’s family if“he testifies, con- 
ceded that “there’s no doubt 
somebody threatened you.” 

But he assured Gross the dis- 
trict attorney’s office would pro- 
vide his family with protection.

ATLANTA, Sept. 19—The pa- 
roles of Louis (Little New York) 
Campagna and Charles (Cherry 
Nose) Gioe, former Capone gang- 
sters, were reinstated yesterday 
by United States District Judge 
Marvine Underwood. 

Judge Underwood ordered the 
paroles reinstated in 1948, but 
was overruled by the United 
States Circuit Court of Appeals 
on the government’s§ appeal. 
Campagna and Gioe then took the 
case to the United States Supreme 
Court, which returned it to the 
District Court. 

The reinstatement order yester- 
day held there was only meager 
evidence, if any, that Gioe and 
Campagna had violated the pa- 
roles granted in 1947, after they 
and two other former Capone fol- 
lowers had served one-third of 
10-year prison sentences for con- 
spiracy to extort $1,000,000 from 
the movie industry. Subsequent 
investigation revealed that Paul 
Dillon, St. Louis attorney and 
friend of President Truman, re- 
ceived $10,000 from Campagna 
for interceding in the paroles. 


SINATRA’S WIFE TO FILE 
CALIFORNIA DIVORCE SUIT 


Nancy Sinatra announced yester- 
day that she is just about ready 
to file a California divorce suit 
against the crooner. She told a 
reporter a property settlement 
had been agreed on and that she 
would institute her divorce action 
“perhaps within a week.”

Nevada next Sunday and it is re- 
ported he will file his own suit 
there. With a Nevada divorce he 
would be free immediately to 
carry out his announced intention 
to marry actress Ava Gardner.

“High labor turnover is an ex- 
pensive luxury,” he said. “In ef- 
fect, by paying less we pay more. 
Our false economies only serve 
to overpay the employe during 
his unproductive learning or 
breaking-in period.” 


24 Per Cent Turnover. 


Among the 26,000 employes in 
the New York City Department 
of Hospitals, he said, the turn- 
over was 28 per cent in 1948 and 
still is more than 24 per cent. He 
added that other hospitals of the 
nation face a similar problem. 


Although he described most 
hospital employes of the country 
as being motivated by a desire to 
serve their fellow man and not 
only by the size.of their pay- 
checks, Dr. Kogel asserted that

Representative Norblad of Oregon has come 
back from Alaska fired with indignation at the 
bad housing ¢éonditions ‘suffered by our sol- 
diers there and convinced the Defense Depart- 
ment should give housing first priority in its 
construction program, ~~ 

As a member of the Armed Services Commit- 
tee Mr. Norblad is in a position to do something 
about it. Housing bills have been enacted at 
Washington and housing has been constructed 
in Alaska in the last two years. 

But the verdict of the New York Times’ mili- 
tary analyst, Hanson W. Baldwin, in 1949, that 
housing conditions for the troops there were 
“probably the worst under the American flag,” 
still remains largely true, as the Oregonian has 
seen for himself, Mr, Norblad found American 
soldiers and their families living in one-room 
tar-paper hovels with outside plumbing and pay- 
ing as much as $150 a month rent. ° 

These conditions discourage Alaskan , service 
and impair morale just as they offend decency. 
Yet Congress has permitted them, by inadequate 
legislation, to become a standing scandal. Rep- 
resentative Norblad, with the conviction that 
comes of seeing for oneself, should keep on re- 
peating his report of the sorry spectacles he saw 
in Alaska until it has ceased to be true.

Spreading the Big Doubt 
Senator McCarthy makes a suggestion to Sen- 
ator Hennings. It is that the latter consider 
disqualifying himself from the committee which 
is to pass on the Benton resolution to unseat the 


‘Wisconsin Republican whose conduct has given 


rise to the term, “McCarthyism.” 


One reason Senator McCarthy gives is that 


the Missouri Senator is a partner in the St. 
Louis law firm, one.of whose members, John 


Raeburn Green, as counsel for Communist edi- . 


tor John Gates, has asked for a rehearing of 
the case of the 11 convicted Communist leaders. 
Another “reason” is that the law firm, in which 
Senator Hennings and Mr. Green are members, 
is retained by the Post-Dispatch, which has crit- 
icized the Supreme Court decision in the Com- 
munist case. 

This is more of the McCarthy technique, of 
spreading the Big Doubt. The Wisconsin Sena- 
tor knows well the position of the Post-Dispatch. 
We have no more use for Communism than he 
has. We have denounced Communism and other 
forms of dictatorship in hundreds of editorials 
and cartoons. At the same time we cherish free- 
dom of speech and freedom of the press, We 
are alarmed at the tendency to trample these 
historic rights, with opposition to Communism 
as the excuse. 

As we have said time and again, the Post- 
Dispatch supports wholeheartedly convictions of 
subversive agents based on evidence showing 
conspiracy to overthrow the government by vio- 

° 
lence, treason, sabotage, espionage or failure to 
register under federal law. We oppose convic- 
tions based on teaching and advocacy because 
these set a precedent for the invasion of the 
rights of free speech and press. 


As for Mr. Green,’ he has said plainly that he 


disagrees totally with the political views of John 
Gates and takes this case only out of attachment 
for the Bill of Rights and wholly without fee. 
The September issue of the American Bar As- 
sociation Journal contains a warm commenda- 
tion of Mr. Green for his professional example 
in taking the rehearing case. 

Senator Hennings will know how to view the 
McCarthy suggestion. The Missouri Senator 
served on the Moproney subcommittee which

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Grumbling at Ottawa 

Acceptance of Greece and Turkey in the 
North Atlantic Treaty Organization is not to be 
achieved, it appears at Ottawa, without a price. 
The price is resentment among some of the 
smaller nations which feel that they have been 
pushed around, and which now demand greater 
power in the earlier stages of future policy 
making. ' 

Quite apart from the merits of extending the 
North Atlantic pact to the easternmost end of 
the Mediterranean, the grumbling at Ottawa 
should remind American policy-makers again 
that they are dealing with a coalition of allies 
and not a power bloc. Decisions in an alliance 
must be reached by common consent. It is the 
business of American leadership to earn that 
consent, freely given—not to compel it against 
the better judgment of any ally. 

One of the strongest reasons for bringing 
Greece and Turkey into the pact, instead of 
building an associated Mediterranean security 
organization, appears to be the feeling of the 
State Department that Congress will more read- 
ily accept an extension of existing commitments 
than a new Mediterranean pact. 

A policy which suits the domestic political 
convenience of our Government, however, is 
not necessarily a policy which all other mem- 
bers of NATO willingly accept. And if we force 
the acceptance of international decisions for na- 
tional reasons of our own, we risk endangering 
the spirit of equality and freedom which is es- 
sential to a voluntary alliance. In the long 
run, NATO decisions not fully supported by all 
the members will prove less valuable than 
those which elearly express the common inter- 
est of all. =

Transplanted here they 
show a self-centered repression, lose interest in 
their surroundings and become surly. Tragedy 
is often their fate. The monster Gargantua of 
Ringling Brothers circus died of pneumonia in 
1949. The 550-pound Bushman, who frequently 
preferred to throw his food at gaping spectators 
rather than eat it, died at the Chicago zoo last 
January. Makoko, a 440-pounder distinguished 
by his shyness, fell into a moat and drowned at 
the New York zoo last May, when spectators

Well Known to Asiatics 


It may come as a surprise to many 
Americans that their Tennessee Valley 
authority program is not only well known 
to countless Asiatics, but has come. to 
mean to them a-symbol of a new way of 
life for themselves and their children. 

The TVA idea fits their needs and 
will go a long way toward solving many 
of their basic problems. 

The area of the world of which I 
write ig the vast underbelly of Russia that 
extends from Lebanon and Syria on the 
west through India on the east. Its geog- 
raphy tells in part the interest of the 
people of the region in the TVA. The

TVA means more than this, The Middle 
East and southeast Asia are areas which 
have long been exploited. Huge profits 
have been taken out of the region; few 
profits have ever been left for social and 
economic development. 

The TVA is a _ community project 
whereby the benefits accrue to all the 
people, not to a few promoters. Some 
call this socialism. But the people of 
Asia. are not bothered by labels. It is 
the result that counts; and one thing they 
like about TVA is that it avoids exploita- 
tion of the many by the few. 


American Capital Needed 


The TVA is even more than that. It 
represents an idea that at this juncture 
of history can be utilized on behalf of 
civilization against the threat of totali- 
tarian Communism. 

It is easy to reverse the trend. Take 
the Tigris and Euphrates as an example. 
Today 200 men own and control Iraq. 
Three million five hundred thousand peo- 
ple are the poverty-ridden, diseased and 
illiterate employes of this group. 

A TVA on the Tigris and Euphrates 
could quickly alter this condition. If a 
TVA were constructed, it could provide 
the conditions which would transform this 
poverty belt into a prosperous area. It 
could create an economy based on a dem- 
ocratic rather than a communistic 
foundation. 

If a TVA is built, American capital will 
largely build it, We therefore can attach

Stalemate Too Uncertain. 


A difference has developed 
here between the State Depart- 
'ment, or some officers in the de- 
partment, and the military. The 
argument has come from the 
State Department that a _ stale- 
mate, with the fighting virtually 
ended, would. be acceptable even 
without a formal truce ratified 
by both sides. This would be 
the equivalent of an armistice, 
even though’ it was not written 
down on paper. | 

From the military comes the 
reply that a stalemate is too un- 
certain particularly from the 
viewpoint of American strength 
committed in Korea. In order 
to be sure that the stalemate 
would not be broken by new at- 
tacks on a much larger scale, vir- 
tually all of the American force 
now there would have to be re- 
tained in the Korean peninsula. 

This force has been estimated 
at upwards of a half-million men, 
in the light of American responsi- 
bilities and the troubled state of 
the world, military planners are 
firmly opposed to such a com- 
mitment. 

There is no intention here to 
write down Gen. Van Fleet’s op- 
timistic statements. The Pentagon 
understandg that he has had the 
difficult problem of sustaining 
the morale of an army in the 
midst of truce talks that may or 
may not be conclusive. 


Public Attitude Changing. 


Complicating that problem is 
the grim fact that the public here 
at home has seemed to pay less 
and less attention as even the 
truce talks, to say nothing of the 
continuing war itself, have taken 
second place in the headlines. 
So complete is the mystery of 
what is actually occurring be- 
hind the bamboo curtain that the 
Communist negotiators might 
come in tomorrow with a com- 
promise that the American truce 
team could accept. 

But in the light of all the real- 
ities now visible no one any 
longer expects that to happen.

operating the various agencies re- 
ceiving Chest funds. 

John I. Rollings, executive sec- 
retary of the AFL Central Trades 
and Labor Union, pointed out that 
despite inflation, money is avail- 
able from the labor segment of 
the population. He suggested that

LUTHERAN CHURCH APPROVES 
RECORD BUDGET, $5,250,000 


‘The Lutheran Church-Missouri 
Synod approved yesterday a 1952 
budget for $5,250,000, to be spent 
in the United States and Canada. 
It was the largest budget in the 
history of the church, $500,000 
more than this year’s budget, and 
$1,000,000 above 1950. 

The national budget represents 
only 15 per cent of the total home 
missions spending of the church, 
85 per cent being raised by the 
34 districts which comprise the 
denoinination. This was pointed 
out by the Rev. Dr. Frederick C. 
Streufert, missions secretary, who 
explained that part of the funds 
will be used to establish new 
churches... In addition to the na- 
tional budget is a $10,000,000 spe- 
cial fund which has been author- 
ized for missions and education 
in 1952. 

The 1952 budget was adopted 
by the annual fiscal conference 
now meeting at national head- 
quarters here. e body includes

Every one-in the country, from 
Prime Minister David Ben-Gurion 
to the merchant in Tel Aviv, tells 
you that the economic problems 
are due essentially to heavy 
immigration.. Israel has been tak-, 
ing in about 1000 new immigrants 
a day—certainly the largest mass 
movement of rescue in history. 
On her third birthday, she had 
doubled her original population 
from 600,000 to 1,200,000. Six 
hundred thousand is a _ historic 
figure. Moses, according to leg- 
end, led 600,000 Jews. out of 
Egypt to the Promised Land. 

Today, every second person in 
Israel has come since May 14,° 
1948. As her leaders, looking 
toward America, pointed out, it is 
as though the 150,000,000 people 
in the United States had taken in 
another 150,000,000 people in 
three years. 

But though housewives grumble 
at the queues, and business men 
grumble at the lack of raw ma- 
terials, they are all agreed that 
there can be no restrictions on 
immigration. 

“Fleeing people must be saved,” 
a Jerusalem housewife told me 
one day while I waited in a 
queue to help her buy rationed 
potatoes. “The Jews must be 
taken out of Romania swiftly, 
while the Romanian government 
is willing to let them go. They

IGNS of what Israel has done 
S with the $100,000,000 loan from 

the Export-Import Bank and 
with the millions of gift and in- 
vestment dollars coming from the 
United States can be seen all over 
the country. American bulldozers 
are clearing the rocks of the Holy 
Land. Twentieth-century machin- 
ery with all the brand names of 
America is used to pave the roads, 
irrigate the Negev, reclaim the 
Huleh swamps and build homes 
for the new immigrants. In a 


huge outdoor warehouse, just out- 
side Ramle, stand American trac- 
tors, plows, harvester combines, 
irrigation pipes and other equip- 
ment for building up the land. 

Under President Truman’s Point 
4 program to help undeveloped 
areas, American experts and 
technicians in reclamation, farm- 
ing, grazing, water power, .medi- 
cine and social welfare have al- 
ready begun coming to Israel. 

Israel's greatest import is tour- 
ists. This summer Israel hoped 
to attract 40, tourists from all 
over the world, and particularly 
from the United States. She is 
rapidly building new hotelg and 
motels with cabins and: even 
swimming pools. A good double 
room and bath at the luxurious 
King David Hotel costs $12 for 
two people. Tourists buying at 
special shops with dollars are 
forgiven the local purchase tax 
which is often as high as 30 per 
cent. And, unlike Israeli citizens, 
they can get meat. twice a day. 
For their dollars help import 
more food, 

Special inducements are also 
being offered to attract private 
investors. Each year investors can 
take out 10 per cent of their origi- 
nal invested capital in profits or 


amortization, and take it out in ° 


their own currency. Thus in 10 
years, a successful investor can 
get back all his original capital.

Fix It Yourself 
By Hubbard Cobb 


NE OF the best sort of paints 

to use on wallboard is a tex- 

tured paint but before we go 
any further we'd better decide 
just what wallboard is. 


Wallboard is a composition cov- 
ering made out of wood or vege- 
table fibers: It’s sort of soft and 
is easily dented. It's not ply- 
wood, asbestos board or pressed 
wood because all these’ are pretty 
hard. It’s not plasterboard or 
sheet-rock because these have a 
plaster core covered with heavy 
paper and while the paper is 
rather suft the plaster inside isn't. 


The reason that textured paint 
is so ideal for wallboard is that 
it covers up all the little flaws in 
the material which an ordinary 
paint would not do, 

Before the textured paint is 
applied, the wallboard should be 
coated with a wall size or ‘sealer. 
When this is dry you can go 
ahead ‘and mix the dry paint 
powder with water according to 
the instructions on the container 
and apply the pain: to the wall. 
Application to the wall can be 
done with a soft paint brush ,or 
spray gun. 

After the paint has been a 
plied, the surface can be textured 
either with a paint brush, a 
scrubbing brush, < sponge or a 
roller. . 

Texturing should be done with- 
in 15. minutes after the paint has 
been applied. If you wait longer 
the paint will have set and you 
can’t texture it.

EADING two recent news stories concerning Hollywood. 


stars—the story of Robert Walker’s death, and the ac-

I found myself jolted, in each case, by the star’s age. Walker 
was only 32; Miss Turner only 31. Without stopping to con- 
sult my office file of “vital statistics,” I would have been in- 
clined to-“guess” that they were considerably older. 

My surmise would have been based, not on appearance, 
but on the sum total of their news-making activities since 
first they stepped into the spotlight. Both crowded so much 
more into their lives between the ages of 20 and 30 than 
the average person experiences, that, being an average per- 
son, I instinctively would have tried to gauge their rate of 
living by my own.

ONG tests of new medical discoveries are necessary to 
I, rotect you Why all this insistence on testing and retest- 
os ing new discoveries? All too often, high hopes have been 
dashed by later studies. Some discoveries are later shown to 
be useless or deceptive or even dangerous. 

for instance, suppose the chemist has created in his 
laboratory a pain killer like morphine, only better. It isn’t 
supposed to produce that dread dependence which continued 
use of morphine can cause. It is supposed to abolish pain 
feelings—but just exactly what kinds of pains does it stop 
best? It is supposed to be used in tiny doses—but how.tiny? 
What is the margin of safety between the treatment dose and 
the amount that will kill? Does it have any other effects on 
the body than just stopping pain—such as causing nausea or a 
sudden dangerous drop in blood pressure or damage to any 
body organ? What effect does heat, light, exposure to air, 
aging on the drug store shelf, or mixing with other commonly 
used drugs have on this new material? Do these things change 
it to a poison or make it useless? 


=... ® 

THESE AND DOZENS of other questions “must be an- 
swered before a single dose is released to you. Laboratory 
scientists and clinical scientists such as your doctor want to 
relieve suffering and help you—not use untested new ma- 
terials which might hurt you. , 

There is often a long delay between the first news about 
a new discovery and its availability to you. A number of 
trials of each test must de done, for one or two results don’t 
mean anything. This takes several months at least. And these 
experiments have to be carefully controlled. 


A new drug can’t be used immediately on human beings. 
Animals, treated with the same loving care you give your pets, 
are used first to find out how deadly is the new treatment. 
This takes time. Then samples of the new material are sent 
to a few carefully picked clinics where the doctors may watch 
its effects on persons who have agreed to have it tried on 
them. These vital trials are carefully noted and compared. 
Of course, at that stage, there isn’t much danger because the 
deadly dose and effects are already known from the animal 
work. But these tests are necessary to find out how effective 
the new treatment is in human beings.

A NEW TREATMENT must be used on hundreds of people 
before real knowledge of its effects is gained. Enough time 
must go by to notice any late effects of the treatment and to 
find out if it is really effective. Sometimes the clinic testing 
requires years before the doctors are satisfied that they 
know enough about the new material for its safe use gen- 
erally. Doctors rightfully insist in knowing as much as pos- 
sible about any new treatment before using it on you.

F a traveler goes far enough 
| upstream in the Nile river, he 

will reach some of the world’s 
great ruins, These are remains 
of the ancient city of Thebes. 

People nowadays call one sec- 
tion of the ruins “Karnak.” Here 
we see what is left of several 
temples, and the greatest of these 
is the Temple of Amon. 

The Temple of Amon goes back 
about 30 centuries. Hundreds of 


and various kings provided money 
for the work. One of the kings 
was Amegehop II, another Amen- 
ehop III, A famous queen, Hat- 
shepsut, played a part, and left 
two great obelisks nearby to carry 
on her memory. One of these still 
stands, and rises to a height of 
9744 feet.

THE OBELISKS were carved 
along the sides, and the writing 
and pictures on them told about 
the queen. <A later monarch, 
Tuthmosis ITI, had ill will for Hat- 
shepsut and caused workmen to 
cover the obelisks with plaster. 
In later centuries, however, the 
plaster fell off, and people were 
able to read the writing once 
more. 

The Temple of Amon had a 
width of 338 feet and a length of 
1228 feet. .There was enough 
room inside its walls fo hold the 
cathedrals of Milan and Notre 
Dame, also St, Paul’s of London.
